That assump tion has 
been abandoned. 
From what is known 
of 
the British rearmament 
p rogram, it may be deduced that the government ex­ 
p ects some kind of a crisis within four years. 
Per­ 
hap s that is because tlu» far extremity of a four- 
year p eriod is Just far enough away to be indis­ 
tinguishable. 
Great 
Britain, feeling certain there 
will be war. has p laced the time of the outbreak at 
the p lace where the curtain falls between the p resent 
and the future. 
Four years, in other words, would be a sufficient 
time for nations now p rep aring for war to finish 
their p rep arations, and It is interesting to remember 
that Britain’s p rep arations are a cause as well as 
a result of Europ e's fatalistic exp ectation of martial 
disaster. 
There must be more alliances arranged, 
more arm ament accumulated, more defenses estab­ 
lished, more cannon fodder trained. 
Most im p ort­ 
ant of all. there must be more credit established 
To the ordinary observer of Europ ean p rep arations 
It still remulns a 
mystery 
how 
any war can be 
fought without a fat boy to finance it. 
The United 
States filled the role during the World war. 
Who 
is being p rep ared to fill It the next time?

Season Ahead

CLEVELAND. M arch 2—Iron ore. 
coal and shipping interests are prc-

A surv ey of executiv es 
and ex­ 
perts in these grades .who declined 
the use of theijj| nam es disclosed a 
unanim ity of opinion that 1936 will 
b e m uch b etter than last year. 
They were in general concurrence 
on these com parisons: 
Coal shipm ents, b ecam e of a se­ 
v ere winter, will b e b etween 37,500,- 
000 and 40.000.000 net tons, ccm 
pared with ab out 35.000.000 tons In 
each of the last two years and the 
top figure of more than 39.000,000 
tons in 1929 
Ore shipm ents Increase 
Ore shipm ents, whirh last year 
were 28.289 000 gross tom . will in ­ 
crease to ab out 35.000.000 to 40.000.- 
000 gross torn, or possib ly more, the 
largest since 1930, when they to­ 
taled ab out 47.000.000 tons. 
The num b er of b ulk freighters in 
serv ice will increase proportionately, 
as coal and ore are the largest ship­ 
ping factors. 
W hether the heav y ice conditions 
of January and Feb ruary will m ean 
a later opening of nav igation, with 
a consentient shortening of the sea-
